History of the Park During the Past
Year—Its Future Prospects—
What It Has Cost the
People,

Pelow we give in full the second annual re-
port of the Commissloners of Falrmount Park,
yust issned, together with the most essential
portions of the Chlef Engineer's report:—

Repart of the Commissloners.

In the first annual reportof the Park Jommis-
wioners a narrative of the arlru of the Park, and
tho succossivo stops by which It advanced from its
insignificant inception, when it consisted of only five
ncres, to ite sent magnificent area of noarly
Areo thowmm, was suoeinctly given. That
narrative, curious and Instructive as 1€ i, need not
now bo reposted. As soon a8 mnvemeut‘y miy be
it Is the intention of the Commissioners to furnish,
an & contribution to our loesl history, s more com-
plote review of those movoments, which, at first
and for a long period slow and wearlsome and dis-
couraging, afterwards became rapid, animated nnd
sucocssral; and nlso to presemt, so far as records
and traditions will enable them to do so, an ac-
eount of the varlous estatos comprised within the
Park borders. Many of these, it Is well known
through thelr owners and occupnnu.wercldamlﬂod
with the social and civil progress of Philadelphis
in all its earlier career; and snoh an aceount, while
intrinsically full of intersst, will, it iz belleved

ive a new value to the Park, by clustering around
ts most attractive portions fvspiring memories of
the deeds and the mon of times long since possed
away, but the benetits of whose lsbors still survive
for the edification of the prosent and coming gene-
rations,

If thore has herctofore existed a division of
oepinion as to the desirableness of & great Park for
Philndelphia, the result of the experiment thus (nr
made in that direction has cortainly removed it.
On that subject there Is nuiversal accord. Though
etill comparatively in its infaney, and with no
strikingly vigible improvements, except the laying
out of roads aml foot-pathe, which give access to
some of Its couspieuons features, the Park has not
only beon a source of gratiioation to hundreds of
thousands of visitors, but It has already become,
in the estimation of the country At large, Mmli' Jan-
tive and distinetive symbol of our metropolitan
advancement. Famous as this city has beon, alon
from ity very foundation, for [ts benevolen
and charitablo associstions, and for the in-
stitutions of learning and science which, keep-
ing eoven pnee with it® growth, have bhere
mutured into meknowlodged superiority, it 18 not
to be denled thaf, « sp(-.cla.llf ol later years, apart
from business motives, it has not presented
in #o large a degree as it should have done, those
inducements to strangers to come, or 10 tarry when
here, which ure among the most vigorous indica-
tions of metropolitnn wisdom. Our churehes, our
schoole, our llbraries, our hospitals, our galleries
of art, our collections in natural sclence, all bore,
a8 they still bear, fuvorable comparison with simi-
lar objects elsewhore, and in places of mere umuse~
moent we were not notably detielent; but, while
possessing environs of exceeding beauty, from the
wunt of puitable facilities of appronch, our advans
tages in this respect were immeasurably lost to us.
In epring the mud, in summer the dust, in antnmn
the slime, and in winter the slush, which canse
#0 mueh digcomfort on our highways, have, excapt
to our own citizens, made tho hille and tho vales
aud the groves which offer g0 many and such
varied charms in our immediate vicinity al-
most wholly unfamiliar. Mnna persons whosa
journeyings hrought them to Philadelphin came
and went with no better notion of its topography
than that it i& Dbuilt in the centre of a pliin,
having no greater irregularity of surface than
an occasional mound of cobble stones, and no
rural surroundings besides scattered ranges of
cattle pons and lengthened stretches of cabbage
gardens, The extension of the Park has dispelled
such illustions, Tor all who choose to pass its
portale, there are walks and drives, miles after
miles in extent, which, leading through seenes of
unsurpassed loveliness, conduct to the fairest and
the brightest prospects,

The importauce of large open #paces in great
clties a8 means of bealth and enjoyment to the in-
habitants Is too obvigus to need comment, Their
value as sources of attraction to strangers 18 equally
apparent. For the people of Pluladelphia the Park
uad become & necessity, The rapld expansion of
the material limits of the eity, the Imménse In-
erease of its population, und the constant sularge-
ment of its industries and ite trafiio, demanded, ns
well for sanatory as commercial reasons, that it
shonld be supplied with the opportunities for fresh
alr and agreeable relaxation, which only extensive
parks can furnish. Such boing the case, It was
mokt fortunate that thoe gite selected was proourable,
for it is no exaggeration tosay that, in all the re-
quisite adjuncte and auxilinries, it 158 unequalled,
Lying in what in a few years will be the very
hoart of the ecity; exhibiting, singly and in com-
bination, every varlety of pieturesque aspect; pre-
senting contoure, both smooth and broken,
adapted to all forms of embellishment, aud
soils sulted to all kinds of cultivation; boun-
tifully endowed with stately and nmbrageous
trees; irrigated by numorous brooks, whicl, as they
meander from the higher to the lower levels,
babble over pebbly bottoms, or leap in tlash-
ing cuscades, or sprend into shining pools; and

artly composed of two romantic streams, flow-
ng miles between banke of verdurous
lawn or sloping woodland, or rock-girt pre-
cipice, Falrmount Park, congidered In reference
to the uses for which it is intended, and thesituation
it occupies, may justly elalm to be without a rival.
Superb and clegant asgare many of the parks be-
longing to Enropean capitals, except in the archi-
tectural and gealptural adornments which the lavish
application of wealth has bestowed, or the grand
and graceful arboreous avenues which the careful
purture of centuries has secured, there is no one
among them which I8 its superior, while in natural
capabilities it fur axcels them all.

And if the people of Philadelplhia have been for-
tunate in the site selectad for their Park bLecanse
of these natural eapabilitics, they are still more
fortunate in the economic results which that selec-
tion involves. For man* years the gravest tople
submitted for municipal deliberation hnd been one
conneoted with the water supply of the eity.
Whether that supply conld eontinue to be drawn in
suficlent abundanes and of the desired purity from
the Schuyikill, or whether it would have to be
sought in more distant reglons, were questions
whioh deeply excrelsed notonly the publie func-
tionaries, but sll thoughitful eltizens. In the dis-
cussion of these questions It became manifest that
if the latter alternative were adopted, it would
compel un om.lnf‘ of many millions of dollare.
The tormation of huge artiticial Inkes nnd the con-
stroction of long Hnes of sguednctathrongh & rugged
country, as experlience clscwhere had shown, could
only be accomplished at enormous expense, and,
when completod, the cost of maintenance nnd re-
piir would be proportionably heavy. To avert
this but one courss was feasible, and that was
the dedieation of the Park as its boundarics are
now defined. The fact was urgent that if rome
early measures 1o provent the spread of mannfuc-
turing establishments along the marging of the
Sohuylkiil and its tributaries were not adopted, the
unavoldable discharge of impuaritics from these into
the river would wnﬁ:-r its waters certaionly unpal-
atable and probably unwholesome. Alrcady, In-
deed, the oll refinerics, and other worksorl a noxious
aharacter, whoso debris was depositod in thestream,
had, st intervals, communicated & repulsive taint to
its flavor, aud thelr growing numbers threat-
ened to render it altogether insalubrious.
By obtsining an smount of land on both sides or
tho river, from the bridge at Callowhill street to the
Falls, sufficlent to secure positive control of the
drainage into it between those poluts, and by erect-
ing & sewer to recelve nnd ecarry off the drainage
from Manayunk, Falls Village aud intermediate
places, the purity of the water, In the judgment of
solentific experts, would certainly bLe preserved;
and thus protected, It was not doubted that, with
proper reservolrn for storage, the supply would bo
ample, unleis in exceptiondl cusesof drought, for
more than double the presont number of reslidonts,
Now, as the price of the land scquired and to bha
acquired for this yurpose, sod the sum to beapplicg
to the contemplated sewer, will not, according to
the most liberal caleulstion, be wlusl to one-haly
the estimated cost of bringing the water frow 4
distance, singular and paradoxical as the statement
may #ecm, it i#, nevertheless, true that, by this
purchase, Philadelphia will actually save money,
and practically get & Park for nothing. In other
words: without the acquisition aud disposition ot this
land, 1t would not be possible to protect the Sehuyi-
kill from such contauminiation sk would speedily
make its waters unfit for general use, und in that
contingeney a resort to remoter souroes of supply
would be inevitable. Such & rosort could not be

suecossfully had withont the expenditure of at |
nded in procuring the |

least twice the mmount ex
groonds o Falrmount Park, [t follows that the
eity will secure an abundant uu;lqlrly of pure water
for very much less than it would otherwise have
cost; and that, in addition to this great hoon, it hus
obtained & spaclons Park, which will yleld to its
citizens unfalling clements of invigoration and
delight, and offer to sojourners within It gutes op-
portunities of gxercive und pleasure beneath the

1\ the 31t of Decamber, 800, the amount paid
by the Commisioners to ownersof lund, with whom
the valuation had hean reached by mutaal ngree-
ment, was 84,120,081 11, and 1or necessary Court
charges, In thix conncotion, ®15623 &2, and the
amount paid for land, for which the damages wore
ussepned by juries, was $81,138 40, and for charges
:gﬂ 50, making a total (or land purobuses of

AZ1,019 68, and for land da " 841,189 92, in
#ll, 83,208,267 88, Those figures, It must be borno
in mind, Inelude, boyond the fee simple of the
soil, the mumercus bulldings erccted and the
improvemouts of various kinds made upon it.
Aws portions of the land which was indispensable
were pacullan{ adapted to manufaoturing pur-
pokes, many of these improvementa were of o contly
oharnoter; but, while the ownors have beon equit-
abl ﬂnrﬂulod.the Commissionors bollave that
ta the whole body of the land as the basis o
calcaiation, It has boen oblained on terme quite as
moderate an could have boen expected. When it Ie
remembered that the propertios nochulml by the
Commissioners embrace two hundred and sixty-
three distinet parcals, and spread over very many
miles, and that In numerons cases, in the very na~
ture of things, the negotiations were tedious and
complicated nnmnldnms{mbo formed of the amount
of Iabor porfnrmed in this bahall by the Committee
on Land purchases and Damages, to whom the duty
was delogated. That committes, in addition to the
personal visitations made for Information and ex-
amination, met on each Friday thronghout the yoar,
witbont any Intermission; and to their zealousin-
dustry and thelr thorongh knowledgeof the subjects
with which they had to deal it s mainly due that
#0 much has been mobleved, and with such entire
aatigfaction.

‘While the procass of reducing into actual ?omn-
sion the land conetituting the Park is still in pro-
groes, no systom of improvement which at once
embraces the whole and each of tho parts can be
finally adopted. But as rapidly as they have come
into jon of cont.iiuoun ploces, the Commis-
sloners have endenvored to make them avallable
for present uses, and, so far as practioable, to adapt
them to their ultimate purposes. In that portion
of the Park which lles east of the Schuylklll and
north of Girard avenue the tracta they now hold
ure separated by Intervening traots, which still re-
muin unndjusted or unsdjadiented, and except In
the way of surveys and proparstion they have not
been able to effect much., In 8o much of the woestern
portion of the Park as Is now thoroughly under thoir
control, they have laid out earringe roads and foot-
puths through some of the most attractive scenery,
and have removed with all convenlont spead evary
obstacle to its general enjoyment by the public.
This deseription of work is under the special cars
of the Committee on Plans and Improvemonts; and
A detalled statement of what has been thus done
nud projected will be found in the copiuun uwnd
claborate report of the Chief Engineer. The Lans-
downe drive, to which that report refers, was for-
mallv oprnmi on the 24th of June, 1860; ami the cere-
mony was participated in by the judicial, legisla-
tive sud excentive anthorities of the olty, assisted
by & vast assemblage of cltizens, The occasion
was in all respects one of marked and memor-
able interest. But what especially distinguished
it was the preésence aud nctive co-operation of
the venerable Jesse George, on the pummit of whose
munificent; gift of land to the clty the crowning
not was performed. Rebeooa George, who, aotusted
Ly the same generous and patrictic motlves, had
united with her brother In his most liberal dona-
tion, shrunk, with womanly delicacy, from any
dis \iay in the face of puch & crowd ne was then
gathered; but when, without uny formal parade,
on the following 16th of Septomber, the burgoe
flag, inseribed with the title **Cleorge’s Hill,"” was
hoisted to the masthead of the Concourse, ovar
which 1t i hencetorth to float, slie tnok part i the
pnostentutions demonsteation. Ine less than two
months from the dite of this oceurronce Rebeoea
Gieorge was no more.  She bad nearly attained
four-gcore years, and during ber whole lile was a
pattern of the nnobtrusive gooidness which charne-
terizes the religions community to which she be-
longed. Simple in her tastes aud habits, she waa
at tho same time, earnest, sincere, nfectionate aru{
1aithful. From childhood upwnard she had been
the companion and friend of her brother; and when
he determined on the nolle act which has insepa~
rubly associated their family name with Falrmount
Park, she cordinlly joined with him, The respect
dus to a public benefactress was shown to her me-
mory by the municipal government. Councils
pussod regolutions of euloginm and regret, and ap-
pointed & joint committee to attend her funeral
nlong with the Mayor, and the Park Commissioners
placed upon their minutes the following tribute:

Resolved, That the Fairmount Park Commis-
sioners with sorrow racord on their minutes the de-
cense of Rebecen George, on the tenth day of No-
vember, 1860, in the seventy-ninth vear ol her age.

Resolved, That thiv Commission, in common
with all the eitizens of Philadelphin, owe to the
memory of Rebecon George a debt of gratitndoe for
the liberal spirit shie manitested in the graot of her
ghinre of *‘George's Hill” to the city.

Resolved, That this Commission, for themsslves
and their successors, and for the cltizens of Phila-
delphin, again declare their purpose that the name
of Rebecea George, and that of her honored brother,
ghall in all future time bo associated with their
plensures, health and enjoymeant when visiting that
most beautiful part of the Park, **George’s I111;"
and that it sbull stand & monument to thelr name
and honor forever,

Resolved, T'hat we sincersly sympathize with
onr city’s benefactor, Jesse George, in this his great
bereavement, in the logs of his only near reiative
and home companion of upward of three-fourths of
a century; and with these resolutions we tender to
him our sincere condolence and very respectful re-

ards, together with our desires that he may con-
inue in the enjoyment of henlth aud long life,

Reésolved, hat the Comrmissioners will attend
tho funeral of Rebecca George at the adjournment
of this gession.

The establishment of a Park goard, and its
adaptation and training, have oceupled the serlous
attention of the Commissioners, and, thanks to the
diligent supervision of the Committes on Police
and Superintendence, it now ]au&*emsxrem ein-

4 u ruale,
the visitors to the Park, of all ages and classes,
have exhibited the most laudable order and good
condnct, and the instances of wilrul violation o1
decorim or wanton depredation of property have
been relutively few. lLenever thesse have oc-
curred, prompt arrest and certain punish-
ment have taught the offenders that they ennnot
do wrong with impunity; and the salutary
infiluence of euch examples has deterred
the evil-minded from similar aggressions. The
regulations adopted for the government of the
Park have proved most efllective. Prepared, as
they huve been, Bo as to give to all the largest
libérty in the use and enjoyment of the advantages
which the Park offers, conslstent with a decent re-
spect for propriety of demesinor; and proclaimed in
somany wavé that the most unobservant cannot
truthfullyiplead ignorance of their requiraments,
they have commended themselves to general favor,
umhmve ecommanded general compliance. Whilse
imposing restruints designed only to prevent un-
warranted license, the Commistloners have as-
eldously songht to furnleh to the masses of the peo-
ple every fellity of sccess ro, and recreation
within, the splendid domain which owes its exist.
ence to thelr liberality, and which is sacredly set
apart that they, and the masses of tha peopie who
are to succeed them, may tnd in it a blessing and
a solace forever. Steambonts and rowboats have
been encouraged to ply on the Schnylkill; wheelod
yehiecles have been suthorized, at moderate rates
aud with sultable sufegunrds aguinst lmposition, to
CArry passengers over the grounds; arrangements
for cheap fares and frequent triains have beon macde
with the rallronds that penetrste the Puark, and
places for temporate refreshment have beon pro-
vided. Avd as an earnest of what they hops to
effect hereafter, during the past scmimmer the
Commissioners Innuguritad a series of atternoon
conceris, which, though nelthor npon 80 large a
seiale nor so often repsated as they could have
wislied, proved eminontly snceesaful, and will sti-
mulute to renewed exertions in furtherance of the
same object. _

On the 1th of Septembor, 1899, the corner-gtone
of & monument to the moemory of Alexunder Von
Humboldt wa# laid in & portion of the Park set
wphrt tor the purpose. ‘Tho time chosen was the
centennial anniversary of the birth of the world-
renowned philosopher; and the ceremonies, which
were impa:\mg' and impresslve, wers condacted by
the Griand Lodge of Musons lu the Btate of Poun-
sylvanin, 1n conneotion with the Park Commission-
ers, the German Boolety (at whose instance the
matter was begun) snd other institutions. At
some future day it may be presumed thut statoes
and monuments will form consplenons ornsmonts
of the Purk grounds; but it s the Intentlon of ths
Commlissioners to serutinize with watehful care wil
appliontions in this particalar, in order that none
shall be ndmitted which will not stand as memorinls
of eminent public services or vivtues, and illusteato
o their :iedgu and exocution the highest attain-
ments of art, In the present case permisgion wus
granted to lay the corner-stone ‘fon condition that
po monument shall be erected thereon until the de-
sigu for the same shall be noceptad by the Park
Commigslon; and with the further condition that
uny monument, when so erectod, shall be the pro-
perty of the Park Commisslopors, to bo exclusivol
controlled by them.” And similar conditions wi
be exacted from all who sollelt similar privileges.

Among the events of the year just closed there s
one that deserves notice as the first step fn & move-
ment which may result ina permunent institution
that will give the Park an additional bold upon
popular regard. In varlous parts of the FPark

rounds aré chestuut and walnut and other nut-

ghring tresn, numbering over four thousand, of
which many hundreds gave promise of & plentiful
erop, It became the Eubject of consideration to
a:ws the enjoyment of this

Laryest to the publie, without Incurring the risk of

the disorder and dangoers that might ensve frorm ita
indiscriminate gathering by all comers. Hoenes
arose the ides of appropristiog the nuta to the
sohool ehildren of the eity. And to avold confusion
in the firad trinl of the experiment, It wia deemaed
advisable to eonfine the Invitation to lhge?um:r,
sohools, whose perfoot dissiphine it was feved
would securo the hest oments for the sa
and comfortof the large throngs of young peaple.
An Invitation was ucorduugls glven to the Board
of Controllers, who enterod heartilyinto the pro-
Joot, and, by the co-operation of the school direc-
tors of the various districts and of the tenchors, were
enablod to make tho holiday s complete succoss.
Ho great wias tho aprmc-lnuon of it aa to give rise to
# suggestion for ins ltmlna two Park holy dou
in June for botanical and doral recreation, and one
In the autumn for nut-gu&heﬂn . The date of
nutting-day last yonr was the 8th of October, whioh
was atthe perlod of the first rlpenlus of chestnuta,
The walnuts fell a week mllu.b:a tha hickory
ntitsa week or two Iator, The namber of persona pre-
pont on the ooonsion was estimated to be slxty thon-
sand, and the prinoipal embarrasmont inarranging
for the visit grow out of the difliculty of transport-
ing #uch multitudes of children and teachers to the
Park from homes scattered over the wide ares of
the eity. The trouble from this oause may be di-
minished in future by nrrnnllnﬁrtho #ehools in two
or more divisions, to come on different days. With
such an arrangement, the puplls of private schools
and inmates o’chndrm:'s homes conld alpo come on
appointed days, accompanied in ull by their
teachers or oare-takers. In this way the poople of
Philadelphia may be brought into closer mutual
sympathy by s foeling of common interest in the
improvement and maintenance of the Park,

Since tho last report, some changes have taken
place in the personnel of the Commission. On the
18t of January, 1860, the Hon, Daniel M. Fox was
installed ns ilnyur of the city, nnd bocame ex-
officio n member of the board. On the same day
James H. Oastle, u valuable and active Commis-
sloner, who had fulfilled his dutiea most faithfully
and intelligently, felt constrained by the urgency
of his private business to rolinguish hisseat, and the
District Court appointed Morton MeMichael, whose
official term as Mayor, and with it his functions as
Commissioner, mulvjmt. expired, to fill the vacanoy.
At & mecting held immediately thereafter, on
the motion of Mayer Fox, Mr. MeMichaol was re-
slocted president, n post ho had occupled from the
outset. On the 19th of June Josoph F. Marcer re-
signed his position ussecretary of the Board. Mr,
Miurcer, in virtue ol his office as president of Com-
mon Council, was g member of the original Com-
migsion, and while the diffioult work of moulding
and construeting the nmovel organization was in
progress, he rendered important aid by his kuowl
edge of aflairs, and by the skill with which he
discharged the onerous and exacting duties of
secretary, in which capacity he continued to mct
[being & Commissioner, of courso, without com-
pensntion] until the date mentioned, On the re-
signation of Mr. Marcer, David F. Foley, who, as
asslstant secretary, hud given ample proot of his
industry and abilities, was promoted to the prinel-
pal place, with a suitable sulary.  On the Tth of Oc-
tober Louls Wagner, sucoessor to Mr, Marcer as
President of Common Council, was added to the
Oommisslon; and on the 3d of Junuary, 1570,
Samuel W, Cattell, then chosen president of Ne-
lect Counell, replaced Willlam 8. Stokley, whose
gervice in that relation veased. Durlng his con-
neotion with the Commission Mr. Stokley exhi-
bited the same zenl and energy which have dis-
tinguished him in the various publie stations he
has held.

From what hns been stated, it will Le seen that
while all has been done for the Purk thint a judi-
clous disporition of the means at command would
sanction, it can only be regarded as having entered
upon the flest stages of fnitiation, Pending the
topugraphiesl eurvey, wlich, from the extensive
aren to bo gone over, and the intercaptions unn-
voldably encounterad, required o large foree und i
long time for Its consummation, no permangnt
Inn for metion could be adopted. Anxlons as the
L’ﬂmmlrrinnerv were to give to the public the use
of the Park as fast as the difterent tracts of which
it is made up eame into their possession, they did
not wait for any preliminaries excopt such as were
absolutely essentinl. As soon as fences and other
obstructions could be removed, they opened provi-
stonnl roads and paths, and erected such temporary
structures as the exigency demnnded. In this
course, 50 long as it will promote the secommoda~
tion and convenience of the publie, they propose
to persevere. But something more 8 necessary.
The surveys are now nearly finlshed, and all the
data for a broad and com{;rchemlve system of Im-
provement, embracing the entire Park, in all its
relutions and dependencies, will soon be at their
disposal. Feeling the great responsibility which
rests upon them, tlw‘y have resolved to con-
sult the highest talent in engineering and land-
scape gerdening they can find, a8 to what
that eystem of improvement should be. Edu-
eated and trained, as several of the CUommis-
gioners have been, as engineers, and aided, as they
are, by the taste and gkill of their own accomplished
Chief Englneer, with the general information as to
vark requirements which all the members of the
hourtl feel they t»mmcmi. it is from no want of confi-
dence In theirabliity to grapple with the ordinar
questions that may arise, they are impelled to see
tlhin nssistance. But in 0 wide a field of operations
as Fairmount Park Includes, and with so many and
such various objectsans it contains, they think that,
in order thut the parts may harmonize with each
other and with the whole, it is cesontial that the
knowledgewhich only comeswith experience,andthe
froulties of perception, selection, upponuiun and
distribution, which must be sedulonsly cultivated
in this specinl pursuit before they oan muster its
difficulties, should be employed, if for nothing else,
at least to sketch the pleture which other hands
may execute. In this, however, a8 in everything
belonging to the adminlsiration of the Park, the
Commissioners will keep constantly in view the
strictest principles of economy., They realize that
pature has been o prodigal in her bounties—hns
granteid so profusely lier cholcest favors to the Park,
that discreet ntilization, rather than sumptuous de-
coration, will be needed; and to this end they will
direct the attention of those to whom they may
up;\rly for instruction.

Wiile the genernl planis in preparation there
are certaln detsils so evidently pw{vgr that it may
be assumed they will in any evont be embraced in
it. Of 1his description is a river drive on both
sides of the Schuylkill, to extend on the west be-
vond Fallg bridge, and on the east to the mouth of
the Wisealilokon, and thence to follow the windings
of the latter until it Pasaen beyond the Park limits,
This drive has already besn !la otted out, and it will
be commenced as early as clroumstances will per-
mit. When completed on the eastern ghore, and
conneoted with the Wissahickon valley, it will fur-
nieh i line of Park travel fully ten miles in length,

upland drive, returning by which he will
have msde a twelve-mile circuit. When the
valley of the Wissahickon and Roberts’ hollow
shall” Le united, s ultimntely they must be, by a
bridge spauning the Schuylkill, the ride from east
to west, of about elght miles, will comprise more
juxurignut wildness than cun be found in sny other
park on oither contivent,  Simultancously with the
copstruction of these roads the avenues which
skirt the Park on both its emstern and western
frontiers will be pressed forward. The entrances
lending to it will also be carefully studied (as, in-
deed, they already huve been), so that those which
aflord the best and ensicst wceess may be putin
proper condition. Thi bject 1 one of the utmost
consequendes, both to the yrosent and future welfare
of the Park, sand the Commissioners are satisfied
that the public will not tolerate sny encroach-
mente or hindrances which will unrensonably in-
torfere with its settloment.

‘IU'he looalities assigned to
these are convenient, and the space allotted will be
ample. Inthe former the Inducements for henlth-
ful exercise snd harmless pastime will blend
amuscement with profit for the ,\mmﬁi und by mak-
ing the latter attractive, the revived spirit of ae- ’
tivity whieh our wolunteers have on recent ocou-
slons 80 creditably displayed mu{ be still more |
incited. Further arrungemonts for the acoom-
modation of the public will be mads ns rupml{' as
they oan bo. Sultable pluces for ericket, base-ball
and othar athletic exarcises will be set apart, and
eroquet grounds will mot be overlooked. Bridle-
pathis for horsemen will soou be opened, and kn con-
nection with these, tarty enclosures will be appro-
printed for equestrian exorclses, In a ward, with-
out entering into partivolurs, the Uommissioners
give the assurance thut they will avall themsolves
of every sultable opportunity to make whatever
inexpensive improvements the present stato of the
Park will adsuit of, so that all may be hansfted.
In closing thelr report, the Commissioners dosire
to an;:rmﬁnio the City Councils their grateful ap-
reciation of the ald they have received from those
les.  While the present Park project was ln ita
germ, Counclls pssisted to unfold it. When it ex.
panded into larger proportions, they fostered its
gruwth. And at every stop in itaadvance they have
elped it onward. Thelr own good judgment co-
incided with the popular wishes, which with rare
unanimity poluted in this direction; and thay choer-
fully embodied {n actlon what thoy recognized as
tho sentiment of their constitusuts. As well for
ronsona of an offfoial character a8 from motives of
reonmsl  respect, it has heen the alm of
he Commissioners to oultivate such  rels- |
tions with the city legislature as would
induce harmony of purpose between them.

m the beginning, therefore, while not avolding
nngduuu imposed on them, nor surrendering any
rights they s thoy have striven to make
thelr acte table. That they have done so i
ahown in this, that all they have asked has been
granted, not pudgln;ﬁy and with stint, but
with open hand and v (ull mepsure. It
in true have masked only for what
wiis _imperative, Ml? from the sums applied
to the scquinition of land (and asto these, when
once ascertained according to law, they had no dis-
cretion), they have kept requisitions within
the narrowest bonunds that o fndual and moderate
deve ont of the Park would Justify, They have
fought no atartling effecta; they have approved
none.  Quietly, and, as they boelleve, prudently;
staadily, and as they hope, numufuu{. they have
fulfilied thelir trust; and in rendering this account
of their stewardehip, they think they may roasonn-
bi{ expect that Councila and that larger commu-
nity which they and Counclls alike represent,
and to which thaz and Councila are allke amena-
ble, will join with them In congratulations on the
result of thelr efforts.

The Ohlef Engineer’'s Heport.

1he report of the Chlef Engineer, Mr. John C,
Cresson, which accompanies the report of the presi-
dent of the Commission, covers the entire detall of
the work accomplished in nrenl.ng walks and
driven, and in the preparation of plans and surveys
to fmilluto future wotion, Maps are now being
completed which will show the ition of every
tree, rock or stream in the Park, and the exact
shape of the entire surface. Mr. Crosson explains
that the present rond to George's Hill was opened
for h-m*vour use only, so that it was desmed innd-
visable to go to the great expense of making it more
than wide enongh to be usad withsafety, Theroad,
three and a half miles in length, with an aver
width of thirty feet, and four miles of footwalk,
ginerally eight feet wide, were completed within
nine weeks of their commencement. From time to
time the drive has been greatly improved. An ex-
tension or branch romd, two miles In length, has
been opened from George's MUl to Belmont Cot-
tage, and back to the Landsdowne drive, which
will aftord views as beautiful as those nlrumiy mado
famous on the latter rond. An avenue,ons handrad
feet wide, has also booenm laid out for a mile and n
quarter on the sonthwest boundary of"the Park, A
trmpnurr rond has also beon bullt from the point
at which Thirty-frth street, in West Philadelphin,
tonches the Park scross to Glrard avenue, avolding
the railway tradks. On the west bank of the river
the aggregate extent of carriage roads made 1s
nearly seven miles, and sbout four miles of foutway
in addition.

On the east side comparatively little apparent
work has been done, the most {mportant 1mprove-
ment being the opening of & new roadway from
the old park to Girard avenue bridge. This will be
o vast sntisfeotion to the driving publie. Between
Thirty~third street and the river thore are still
pome tracts of which the Purk hns not got possos-
slom, and no particular work can be done till these
difieulties nre settled. A tract of eighteen ncres
has been #et apart As & nurkery, nmfhbﬂuf. 50,000
Norway spruce seedlings are now growing there.
A green-houge for thIm?ﬂtlt‘I{pIﬂlfﬂ is ulso bullt
and in use. A number ol the buildings which have
come into the possegsion of the Park, including the
Rinlto Honse, the old Peters mansion and others
of less note, have been arranged a8 officcs and
quarters for the officers sud their nusistants,

tallroad sidings have been constructed for the
reception of furnnee ¢inder to bo used in sarfacing
roads. A stone-breaking machine, driven by a
Kteam engine, is established at the Belmont stone
quarry, for breaking the road material obtained at
that place, The steam road roller, weighing twenty
tony, imported from Eogland, hag been pot ut work
on such of the new drives ns are proparcd for (s
use, with excellent effect in maintaining a hard
and even surface,

A steam dredger, bailt under the orders of the
Board, is working upon the silt bars along the
river shore, improving the condition of the pool
and furnifMiing materisl for embankments at maoch
less cost than It can be obtalned by auy othier pro-
Ccess,

The foregoing statoment embraces the pringipal
mechunical works carried on during the year, omit-
ting only a few of less conspionons character.
